WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The week just closing has been a rather favorable 
one for the deevlopment of such canners’ crops as have 
gone into the ground, but not so favorable, as a whole, 
for planting and rather more cool than would have been 
desired. The closing days of the week on this Atlantic 
seaboard have been marked with from light to heavy 
showers, extending from the South up into Maine and 
as far West as the Allegheny Mountains. In spots 
where the showers were gentle the newly-planted tomato 
plants and the corn just coming above ground were great- 
ly benefitted; but in most sections the downpours were 
so heavy—an inch of water falling in Baltimore City and_ 
some counties on Thursday within an hour—that the 
plants were beaten down and the ground fattened out 
where actual wash-outs did not destroy the whole crop. 
Again some localities where canners’ crops form the main 
supply of the farmer these rains would gladly have been 
dispensed with for a while longer, because the ground 
was just getting into good condition for planting, after 
having been covered with water for nearly a month. 

Packers of corn and tomatoes in this section, that is 
factories which run both, are puzzled as to the outcome 
this season, owing to the unfavorable weather conditions, 
because it begins to look as if the two crops would come 
into, the factories at the same time. Effort is always 
made to have the corn out of the way by the time the 
tomato crop is ready, but this season the weather condi- 
tions have upset all these calculations for at the present 
writing much of the corn is not yet planted, though a 
great deal of it has been and is doing well, and much of 
the tomato acreage remains yet to be set out though more 
of it is now growing quite well in the fields. So that 


the two crops are so split up that there is no way to 
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separate them, and the canners are worried in conse- 
quence. 


weather, but showing generally the same variations of 
showers and clear weather, and high temperature for a 
day followed by days of cool weather. Further West, 
in the Mississippi Valley have had beneficial showers, 
but the weather is generally too cool for the best de- 
velopment of the growing crops. From. Wisconsin 
comes a report that but little more than half of the pea 
acreage had been planted up to June Ist, and that the 
unfavorable, wet and cool, weather was retarding the 
planting of the rest. This is a serious consideration in 


view of the fact that the lateness of the planting will 


throw the crop into the summer heat and make it liable 
to the attacks of all the pests that develop under such 
conditions. It begins to look as if the pack of Wiscon- 
sin peas cannot be counted upon as a large one, and the 


canners as a consequence are refusing to listen to further 
offers for the sale of futures. 


New York State is not a great deal better off, though 
the weather conditions there have been more favorable 
than further West, but the season is late, and wet and 
suffering from too much coolness. It will take good 
growing weather, an abundance of warm sunshine, inter- 
spersed with occasional soaking showers to bring the 
crop up to date in that State, and so assure a good sized 
pack of good quality peas. The scorching days of July 
do not tend to the production of a good crop of fine, 


tender peas in any section, and yet it is this condition 
that is now staring all pea packers in the face. 


Strange to say the cool, damp weather we have had 
here in the East for a long time, and which can generally 
be counted upon to produce a good crop of fine, tender 
peas, has not done so this year; for the pea crop in Dela- 
ware and Maryland, and New Jersey is rather light and 
disappointing to the packers. The result of this is being 
shown in the market prices, which first dropped to 95c. 
for Standard Early Junes at the commencement of pack- 
ing, then moved up to $1 last week, and are now quoted 
at $1.10. No better barometer of actual conditions in 
the growing fields need be sought than this, for buyers 
know conditions as they are, and do not depend upon 
haphazard reports in their transactions. Moreover the 
pea packers of this section are not heavy sellers of 
futures, so that the market reflects the atcual conditions 
from day to day. 

Strange to say the packing of strawberries has not 
been as heavy as the packers had hoped for, for the very 
good reason that the crop has not been turning out as 
they were led to expect. Reports from all heavy grow- 
ing sections indicated the heaviest crop in years, and: the 
weather conditions have been nearly ideal for the ful- 
fillment of these expectations, but the results are not in 
accordance. This is probably due to the fact that there 
has not been sufficient warm sunshine to bring the berries 
through with a rush, and that the season will therefore 
be prolonged, but the first fruit is the best fruit.and with 


this off the vines what is to follow is of no great consd- 
quence. 


In the Ohio Valley. they have had rather better, 


Nor have cherries been as plentiful as was expected. 
For this crop the weather has not been favorable, and 
there will not be a heavy pack here as compared with 
other years, though this section is never a heavy cherry 
canning section. 

In the canned food market the same quietness as 
previously reported prevails. There is always some 
slight buying, and considerable inquiry but the lots 
changing hands are mostly small and of no great volume 
in the aggregate. Tomatoes have led in this respect, 
the seashore and boarding house trade have come into 
the market, and as a consequence prices are more firmly 
held, the market on full standard No. 3s being held by 
most owners of such stock at $1.30. Goods have gone 
out at $1.25 and even $1.22%, but these latter are ac- 
cepted under necessity, as filling the wants, but could 
not be called full standards. 

Corn is being sadly neglected, and with some few 
holders anxious to clean out their warehouses to make 
room for cans, etc., the market is weaker. But there is 
a heavy consumption of this article, and the stocks on 
hand are being quite rapidly reduced. Many say that 
the supply of the poor corn, which has been the cause of 
all the trouble, is about run out and that the better grades 
of corn are anything but plentiful, particularly in this 
section. To some wise students of the market it will 
be no surprise to see better prices on corn before the new 
pack, and the fact that crop conditions in this article are 
not of the best—and a drouth during the summer will 
make them worse—helps along this opinion. 

The other articles of special packing are having. 
their share of demand and in general are holding firmly 
to quoted prices. 

In canners’ metals there is nothing new to report.

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The New York Market 


Tomatoes strong and advancing—Peas quiet, but firm—String Beans firm— 


Awaiting California Fruit prices. 


Reported by Telegraph 


New York, June 7th, 1912. 

Changes in the general market situation are not 
especially marked, though some holders are more deter- 
mined to secure full prices for their stocks. In the main 
the difference between last week and this week is too 
slight for discussion. The upward tendency in tomatoes 
has remained a feature and the trade is now looking for 
opening prices on Chinook salmon. ‘The weather in the 
Northern canning sections has been, on the whole, rather 
better, though the nights have been cooler than the 
bulk of growers like to see. Sufficient moisture has 
fallen to keep the ground in reasonably good condition 
and the crops have come forward more rapidly than any 
previous week this season. In all except the most 
northerly regions the first seeding is nearly over, but 
some will have to replant a considerable proportion of 
their crop before it will be a full stand. New Jersey 
growers have set a good many tomatoes during the week. 
The tendency is toward improvement, but better crop 
conditions had a retarding influence upon buying, pur- 
chasers holding off, except upon such orders as were 


necessary, until they see what is likely in the near 
future. 


Tomatoes.—The available supply of full standard 
Maryland 3s in the packing regions is reported very light. 
Offerings of standard 3s at $1.20, or in some instances at 
$1.22%, do not show the quality which buyers demand 
and this fact exerts considerable influence in reducing 
movement. Only a few buyers are in market at present, 
and perhaps because of the comparatively light demand 
they can choose where they could not if movement was 
as active as it is sometimes. For the quality which these 
buyers want $1.25 is quoted inside by most holders, and 
it is not easy to coax out supplies even at that figure. 
Some are asking as high as $1.30 and it is said that in a 
few instances that figure has been paid. Spot No. 2s 
have sold as high as 90c. f. 0. b., and everything avail- 
able at that figure is reported either closely cleaned up 
or in strong control. No. 10s at $3.40 f. o. b. are no 
longer available. It is said that $3.70 New York has 
been asked and paid during the week. Some No. 3s are 
said to be available at $1.25 ex-warehouse New York, 
but those who have examined them declare they are 
mostly rejected stock and scarcely worth the price. No. 
2s are quoted at 95 a 97'%c., New York, with almost 
nothing obtainable at that figure. Futures are unchanged 
with sales limited to occasional orders of comparatively 
little consequence. Packers are not offering until they 
can get more of a line upon what the crop is likely to be, 


while buyers are not pushing propositions for contracts. 
The situation remains, therefore, substantially as re- 
ported last week, with the additional firmness due to the 
_ reduction of standard stock, 


Corn.—The weather has been more favorable for the 
corn crop during the past week and what has been 
planted has come forward rather better than before. It 
is still backward, however, and will require a good deal 
more warm weather than it has yet had to bring it for- 
ward far enough to catch up what it has lost. The stocks 
have decreased somewhat, but the difficulty is that no 
mater how much is sold someone comes forward with a 
fresh supply which was unknown before. It seems that 
there are a good many lots scattered about which have 
not been reckoned and as these come forward they main- 
tain the supply at about the same level. The best thing 
that could happend to the corn market would be a partial 
failure of the pack this year. That would give holders 
a chance to dispose of their surplus and put the market 
upon a better basis. State stock is held nominally at 
75c. outside, but it is possible to buy good standards 
much less than that in instances. Maine is held at 90c. 
for standards, with some holders asking $1.00 for fancy, 
but the offerings which are worth the outside figure are 
not numerous. Southern Maine style is unchanged and 
sells at 67%4c. outside, while Western can be obtained at 
all sorts of prices, depending upon the quality. Futures 
are unchanged, with business limited to occasional sales. 
3uyers are chary about operating and packers are un- 
certain what to do in face of the present crop delay. 

Peas.—The market remains quiet, but retains its 
firmness because of the scarcity of the desired grades. 
The crop situation is not reassuring and many look for- 
ward to actual shortage. The season is late everywhere, 
but in the South and this exerts some influence upon the 
situation. It may be noted in passing that peas have 
held their price steadily throughout the season and are 
now firmer than they have been for some months previ- 
ous. Holders are not particular about disposing of what 
they have. 

String Beans.—Not much difference is noted, except- 
ing here and there a buyer undertakes to secure a lot at 
a reduction and discovers that this is impossible. Futures 
are attracting no particular attention, both packers and 
buyers preferring to wait further developments before 
beginning any considerable activities. 

Fruits—One small packing concern in California 
made opening: prices during the week, but the output of 
the firm is too small to exert any material influence upon 
the market and the incident passed without much inter- 
est. It will require the announcements of the larger 
packers to bring about any considerable change in. the 
present situation. The stock on hand is ample to satisfy 
all requirements until the new crop is ready for distribu- 
tion. Most holders are firm in their views and allow 
their stock to go out only at outside prices. Opening 
prices are expected from the larger packers within a few 
days. Then buying will begin in earnest. Southern 
fruits are dull and the only movement seems to be ex- 
changes between jobbers. A little inquiry is reported 


from the Middle West, but that about compasses the 

possibilities of trade. : 
Apples.—No 10s are dull and prices are unchanged. 

The weakness in other sections of the country has not

affected prices here as yet, but it has reduced demand and 
has, in some degree, contributed to the general weak- 


ness which has lately seized the market.New York stock — 


is held up to $2.50 outside, while Maine can be bought 
for $2.40 and Southern are as low as $2.15, with $2.25 
outside. 


Strawberries.—A few new ones were received during 
the week as samples and showed excellent quality upon 
cutting. Though a little late the trade seems to think 
they are the better for the delay. Some sales have been 
made, but movement as yet is light. 

Pineapples.—The old stock in this market is getting 
low and much is expected of the new supply which is 
looked for within a short time. Reports of excellent 
quality are coming in and the trade is anticipating a 
good business as soon as samples are available. Buying 
is now limited to actual requirements and sales are made 
in small lots only to meet daily requirements for the 
present. 


Rhubarb.—The old stock is about exhausted and 
sales of new are not heavy. The outlook is favorable, 
but not much business is actually done from day to day. 
Holders are generally firm, only in instances where one 
can clean up what he has left over is it possible to buy 
at a reduction. 

Peaches.—Not much is doing in this market. Fresh 
fruits are abundant and prices are reasonable upon most 
varieties. No fresh peaches of consequence have yet 
come in, but there are plenty of berries and sales of 
canned stock is somewhat interfered with by these ar- 
rivals. 

Pears.—The supply is light and will be nearly ex- 
hausted by the time new pack is ready for distribution. 

Salmon.—The trade hears with interest that opening 


prices on Chinook will be made the opening of next week. 
One or two small packers have made opening prices, but 
they have been without influence upon the situation. It 
is reported, too, that the pack up to the beginning of this 
month was about the shortest known in the history of 
the business. The great question now is whether it will 
improve or not. Few intimations of probable prices have 
been received, but there is an impression that they will 
be about the same as last year. Whether this is true or 
not will have to be determined later. Some sales have 
been made subject to approval of price when made. It 
is expected that flats will be quoted at $2.00, which was 
last year’s figure, and that halves will go at $1.25. Sev- 
eral cars of halves are now on the way east and the tradd 
awaits their arrival with some impatience in certain 
quarters. While these were sold subject to approval of 
price the practical exhaustion of the local supply indi- 
cates that whatever that may be these goods will scarcely 
fail of acceptance. More jobbing interest has developed 
in spot goods, but purchases are confined to actual re- 
quirements. Pinks are a shade easier and have been sold 
as low as 95c. New York, though the general quotation 
is $1.00 and some holders are indisposed to meet the out- 
side figure. It is reported that one offer of 95c. for 
5,000 cases of this grade to be held in storage here until 
August 1 was refused. Red Alaska is moving more 
freely on the spot at previous quotations. Medium red 
and Cohoes are dull, with prices little more than nominal. 
Sockeyes are in limited supply and firm, without much 
demand. 

Sardines.—Quarter-oils in key cans are moving more 
freely. The disturbance in business along the Missis- 
sippi River has reduced demand for sardines consider- 
ably. That section is usually a liberal buyer at this sea-

Good growing weather—Pea outlook not good—Standard Tomatoes over the $1.30 mark — 


Corn market neglected—Canned Fruits overstocked—Salmon at its lowest ebb. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Chicago, June 7th, 1912. 

Last Minute Flashes.—The weather is bright and 
cool and trade is improving. Buyers are taking more 
interest in spot and future canned foods, and retailers 
have resumed the buying of futures. There is active 
inquiry for the better grades of tomatoes and corn. 
Politics ar@é hot and getting hotter, for Chicago expects 
to nominate our next President next week, but Balti- 
more’s nominee will have a chance. 

Weather Conditions—We have had bright, fine 
weather all week; sunshine alternating with rain at night 
and bright, but cool by day—model or ideal growing 
weather. 

Canned Peas.—There is a rumor going round the 
market that not only is the Eastern pea crop quite poor 
as to proportional yield, but that the Wisconsin crop is 
very much belated and it is feared that the late crop 
especially will run into hot weather and be ruined as it 
was last year. Several brokers claim to have special in- 
formation from the “pea belt” of a discouraging or 
demoralizing character as to the outlook. 

Spot peas are unchanged, but holders who were 
disposed to push sales in order to clean up before the 
arrival of the new pack, have changed front and are 
indifferent sellers. 

Canned Tomatoes.—We note an unchanged situa- 
tion from last week except that four or five of our job- 
bers are in the market looking for supplies, especially 
for extra standard No. 3 size, unlabeled, for their private 
labels. That description of goods, is, however, not 
to be found here or in the East, and buyers will have 
to be content to sell packers’ labels or begin to strip them 
off and substitute their own. 

Nothing is to be had here that will grade standard 
for less than 1.30 to 132Y%c. Chicago and other nearby 
or interior markets have withdrawn offerings, except for 
some seconds which are not wanted. 

No. 10 or gallon tomatoes, are in small supply here 
but it is learned that a St. Louis jobber has several 
thousand cases of well known brands, but at a high price. 

The publication of Food Inspection Decision No. 144, 
from the Agricultural Department, in The Trade and in 
local grocery papers, has had an important effect upon 
the views of buyers and seems to have directed atten- 
tion to the low price at which future tomatoes are selling. 
The leaders among the buyers seem to have become 
aroused as to the critical nature of the situation and are 
“taking notice.” 

Canned Corn.—Several sales of spot corn are said to 
have been made to local jobbers this week of full stand- 
ard quality No. 2 at or about 60c delivered Chicago, and 


some interest in a better quality is noticeable. The de- 
mand for “cheap stuff” has ben pretty well supplied and 
buyers do not apear to be taking as much interest in it 
as heretofore. 

Nothing is being done in future corn, either with 
jobbers or by them with retailers so I learn, except in a 
limited way. 

Canned Salmon.—This article continues to “drag on 
the bottom” and No. 1 tall red Alaska salmon, of good 
quality, can be bought here today at $1.75, and No. 1 
tall pink salmon can be bought at $1.071%. These prices 
net a loss to holders. There are indications, however, 
of an incipient movement in salmon and now that the 
market is as bad as it could well be there must be some 
improvement soon. 

There is a disposition to urge sales of salmon, especi- 
ally of red Alaska, cohoes and pinks on the part of some 
holders, while others are “standing pat” and holding fast 
to their faith in a recovery of prices and demand with the 
coming of warmer weather. 

Canned Lobster.—The arrival of 1912 pack, of fine 
quality, has eased off the demand but prices are higher 
owing to advanced cost and the local scarcity and small 
volume of first shipments. 

The Pea Crop.—aA letter from a Wisconsin pea can- 
ner, received June 6th, says: , 

“We have just finished planting. The early planting 
looks well on high ground, but on low ground has been 
drowned out by the almost two weeks of continuous rain, 
which we have had. 

“The crop is late, and will go into the hot, dry 
weather before it can be put in cans. We would not 
care to take on any new business now at any price.” 

This leter is from a reliable packer and was not 
written for publication. 

California Canned Fruits.—The supply, except in 
Royal Ann Cherries and cheap 2% peaches, seems to be 
in excess of requirements and interior jobbers especially 
seem to be somewhat overstocked. ‘This is attributed 
to the influence of patent fruit jars and the well meant, 
but misguided industry of women housekeepers, who 
think that they can preserve fruit cheaper and better 
than they can buy it in cans. There was a good fruit 
crop last year in the central west, south and southwest, 
and an enormous quantity of it was “put up” in jars for 
family use. 

The canners of fruits will have to find a wider market 
for their products than the United States soon, as the 
settlement of the country and the increased growth of 
orchards South and West have brought an enormous in- 
crease of production and it will continue to increase. 
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‘It is quite noticeable that the distribution of canned 
fruit has not increased proportionately with the sale and 
distribution of canned vegetables in the few years past, 
and that wholesale grocers are growing more and more 


conservative in their purchaser of all kinds of canned 
fruits with the exception possibly of pie fruits. 


It is also held that the enormous increase in the 
production of California and Pacific coast dried fruits, 
and improvement in the quality of such products, coupled 
with the economy of their use, has largely interfered 
with the increase in distribution of all kinds of canned 
fruits for table or dessert use. These opinions apply to 
New York or Eastern canned fruits as well as to the 
California products. 

It is known that some New York canneries are 
devoting nearly all their effort to canned vegetables and 


less each year to canned fruits.

son. The market has assumed a former tone, even though 
prices have not advanced. The catch along the coast of 
Maine continues light. 

Lobsters.— Deliveries on contracts out of new pack 
have relieved the tense situation in the market somewhat. 
There is, however, little stock available to meet the re- 
quirements of buyers who failed to place contracts 
earlier. Prices rule high and movement is confined to 
deliveries. 

Oysters.—The market is dull, but prices are firm. 
Some demand is noted from interior points. 

Crab Meat.—The supply is very low and prices are 
firm, with few buying, except to fill daily requirements 
which are not large at this season. 

Noted in the Market.—L. L. Gray, president of the 
Home Packing Company, of Fresno, Cal., is in New York, 
making his headquarters with Seggermann Brothers. 

L. W. Randolph, of the firm of J. S. Farren & Co., 
the well-known Baltimore packers, is a visitor to the New 
York trade this week. He said that peas are scarce and 
high and that most Baltimore packers have withdrawn 
prices for the present. 

C, F. Burns, of Alton, N. Y., has been a visitor in 
the fruit trade this week. He reports the outlook for 
apples good in that section of New York State, a state- 
ment which will interest canners of apples. 

An offer of 95c. for 5,000 cases of pink salmon for 
export was refused’ one day this week. The buyer de- 
manded storage until August 1, which was deemed un- 
usual, in view of the low price offered. Small sellers 
might let their holdings go at that figure, but larger 
dealers ask the regular price, $1, and would consider that 
the storage consumed a corsiderable proportion of the 
profits.

Future Salmon more active than Spot—Pack not likely to be increased—First shipment— 


National Food Commissioners to be taken through Salmon Canneries in July. 


Seattle, May 31, 1912, 

Salmon.—There is a much better demand for future salmon 
than there is for spot goods. Eastern jobbers still have 
stocks of fish which they are willing to sell just about as 
cheaply as coast packers and the result is, of course, that 
the spot stocks here on the coast are not moving very lively. 
Packers and brokers in Seattle claim that they can see a 
slight stiffening in the market, however, and are still con- 
fident that the demand during the next three months will be 
sufficient to absorb all the fish offered. 


The idea still prevails in jobbing circles that there will be 
a tremendous pack of fish on the coast this year. State- 
ments have recently been made by jobbers to the effect that 
the pack will be a third larger than ever known. Packers 
and others in direct touch with conditions know that the 
pack will not show that increase and, moreover, what in- 
crease there is will be in pinks and other low-grade fish. 
There is talk already that opening prices of reds will show 
an advance over last year’s initial prices. Any discussion of 
what opening prices are likely to be, however, is purely 
guess work for nobody knows what the pack will be or what 
the demand will be. To date it is estimated that between 
60 and 70 per cent. of the pack has been contracted for, 
subject to approval of opening prices. The demand for 
futures is not as strong as it was last year, and the year 
previous, at this stage of the game. 

The first shipment of new salmon from Grays Harbor will 
be made tomorrow. The shipment will. consist of a car- 
load lot of high grade Quinalt salmon destined for Chicago. 
Packers are asking a premium of from ‘10c to 20c on new 
fish. All is now in readiness for. operations to start on 
Puget Sound. A few cases have been packed already but 
the season has not yet really opened. 


As a result of the entrance of so many new firms in the 


Alaska canning game, there is now considerable discussion as 
to when and how the opening prices will be named. In the 
past there has been a mutual understanding that the Alaska 
Packers Association name the opening prices, whether this 
rule will be followed this year is still problematical. 


Food Experts to Meet Here.—Arrangements are now being. 


perfected for the national convention of the Association State 
and National of Dairy and Food Commissioners, which will 
be held here the second week in July. L. Davies, dairy and 
food commissioner of the State of Washington,.has received 


assurances from a large number of state food and dairy experts 


that they will be-in attendance, 

One of the features of the convention will be a trip, which 
has been made possible through the co-operation of the Puget 
Sound salmon packers. The delegates to the convention will 
be taken to a salmon cannery at Anacortes or Bellingham, 
where they will be given. an opportunity to see all the de- 
tails connected with salmon canning plant. 

This trip was arranged in order to give those unfamiliar 
with the business a better knowledge of a commodity found 
in every grocery store in the United States. It is expected to 
be productive of much good. Recently a large lot of canned 
salmon packed on the coast was seized in the East by a food 
inspector, who held that inasmbuch as the cans had been 
punctured and soldered twice, the contents must be worth- 
less. The fact of the matter is. that the salmon would have 

’ been worthless had there been less than two punctures and 


solder marks on the ends. It is to clear up such cases of 
ignorance as this that the salmon packers want the dairy 
and food experts to see a cannery in operation. A special 
steamer will be chartered to take the delegates to the can- 
nery. 

Strawberries.—All indications point to an enormous out- 
put of strawberries in Western Washington this season. Can- 
ning will commence in about two weeks. What berries are 
now coming forward from local points are too high priced 
for canning purposes. Owing to the strong connections which 
have been made with Montana and Dakota dealers for han¢d- 
ling fresh fruit, there is some apprehension that the prive 
of berries this year will not go as low as usual and may make 
canning an unprofitable proposition. 

Gallons are Favorites.—Fruit canners in this state are 
bending all their efforts to pack gallons principally. While 
there is a demand in this territory for smaller packs, the 
bulk of the demand is for gallons. This is due to the fact that 
large quantities of fruits are used in logging camps and mill 
camps where small cans are not wanted. Practically all of 


the rhubarb being put up-this season in Western Washington 
is going into gallon cans.

INCREASING CANNED FOOD SALES. 


A Suggestion Written Especially for “The Trade.” 

A growing business means the exertion of continuous effort. 
It isn’t enough that a thing be done once and left afterward 
to care for itself. The effort exerted must be continuous. 
The dealer must keep everlastingly at it, else his original 


effort will go for naught and his best laid plans will fail. 


The memories of customers and possible customers are 
fickle and the dealer who depends upon them to build up his 
business will discover before very long that he is getting po 
where. This is lamentable, but nevertheless true. Experience ; 
dealers whose success fs measured by the exertion they have 
expended in the past know this. There are no illusions with 
them and they never make the mistake of thinking that one 
advertisement, or one special display will suffice indefinitely. 
Quite the contrary. They keep at work, often when business 


seems almost hopeless and the results attained appear out 
of all proportion to the effort exerted. . 


Canned foods, while they have been on the market a long 
time, have never been sufficiently exploited. The sensational 
daily press has ever been ready to make much of some insig- 
nificant episode which was alleged to have been traceable to 
canned foods. In the minds of many of your most conserva- 
tive, and, therefore, most valuable, customers these sensational 
stories have created a prejudice which has never been over- 
come. For this reason it would be well if you undertook some 
sort of campaign of education which would offset what the 
newspapers have done in the past and bring your people to a 
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realizing sense of the value of canned foods. The operation 
will not be difficult. Quite the contrary, but it will require a 
little time and some study of your business and your cus- 
tomers. 

Once you have convinced them, their purchase will be 
liberal enough to repay you for all the extra work your cam- 
paign costs. It is one of the instances where the compensa- 
tion will be ample for the effort exerted. 

Successful merchandising is often largely a question of 
attracting the attention of possible purchasers. But, even then, 
there is much which must be done beyond that. If the first 
purchase is satisfactory, they will most probably come back 
again. Here is where the dealer must exercise care. The 
second purchase must be up to the standargq of the first, else 
there will be no third. Permanent customers are what the 
dealer needs and what he should exert himself to obtain. But 
it requires careful work in satisfying the buyer to insure this. 
If there is no effort to see that the second purchase is satis- 
factory all previous efforts to obtain that customer’s business 
go for naught. Many fail right there. They think that when 
the purchaser comes back he is permanent, but he is not. 
It requires more than two purchases to insure that. 

Canned foods offer exceptional opportunities for dealers 
because they do not spoil. They are attractively packed and 
they sell for relatively small sums at retail. No other similar 
combination of attractive qualities exists in food purveying. 
One or the other is missing in everything else. Here they are 


all combined in such a way that there is no reason why they 
shouldn’t sell more liberally than they do. 


Perhaps no one thing is so good for canned food sales as 
proper display and that is comparatively easy. Almost anyone 
can make up some sort of a display which will sell goods. 

nyone will see readily enough that it is merely a matter 
of arranging the handsomely colored labels so they will show 


to best advantage. If you are artistic, or have anyone among 
your employees who is artistic, you will be astonished at the 
results. The colors of many of the labels are very striking. 
There are some fruit labels, for example, upon which the 
apples, peaches and other varieties seem almost like the real 
articles, so faithfully is the work of printing them done. It 
would not be difficult for anyone to make a good display of 
these goods. They almost make it themselves. 

The same observation applies to many of the salmon labels, 
and the meat cans are also good. Vegetables are not so 
highly colored, though the tomatoes and ears of corn that 
appear upon some cans can hardly be told from the genuine. 
Their drawing and coloring are accurate. 

The window is the proper place to display these goods to 
attract attention. And that presupposes that the window has 
been put in condition. Not that a large sum of money must 
be expended upon rebuilding, but it must be made as clean 
and bright as soap and water can do it. Don’t be afraid of 
that good old fashioned article known as elbow grease. It goes 
a long way toward making your windows, or any other part 
of your store, clean and bright. Probably nothing else is half 
so effective, and in some instances it is not too much to say 
that nothing else is so. scarce. Few want to apply it, and 
when they do they put it on by proxy. The latter may be 
permissible, in case the proxy is muscular and has no hesita- 
tion in using the muscle. But there is grave danger that the 

roxy will be no more enthusiastic than yourself ang your 


indow will suffer quite as badly from the neglect of the 
proxy as from what you do not do yourself: 


Indeed, the assertion might be ventured that this same 
application would go a long ways toward making your entire 
store attractive. Cleanliness is desirable. How desirable 
almost everyone excepting some of the store keepers seems to 
know. They either will not, or cannot, see the importance

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of making their stores clean and attractive. 
therefore, in preparing for a canned food campaign to see that 
the store is in proper condition to display these handsome 
cans. In this way the introduction and distribution of canned 
food may change the whole current of trade. It may help ina 
very desirable and a very necessary revolution. Once this 
important work is accomplished your entire store will benefit. 

Of course artistic arrangement is the best, but any sort of 
arrangement is better than none ang if you merely pile the 
goods into the window, with their handsome labels showing, 
you will do much toward bringing in new customers. If you 
add a few price tickets to the display and show what can be 
purchased with twenty-five cents, say, you will make your 
display that much more effective. The goods visible and the 


price plainly marked constitute two very important considera- 
tions in merchandising. 


Some dealers object to the price, because they say it informs 
the other fellow what you are doing. This view might have 
had some basis when competition was active and each dealer 
attempted to outsell another in some way, but now there is 
little sense in cherishing such an impression. Goods cost 
about the same to everyone and the dealer who desires to 
make a profit cannot undersell another dealer for long. Losses 


are sure to come and losses long continued mean the bank- 
ruptcy courts. Therefore, any dealer can with safety place 
his prices upon the goods he displays.

If they enter the store it is 
for the salesman to do his work. And here is where the infor- 
mation mentioned in a previous article is essential. 

If the salesman understands his goods and tells possible 

’ purchases about them in a way that will convey an impression 
of purity and cheapness, then he has done his part and liberal 
sales are almost certain. It is well to remember this. The 
goods will not sell themselves and the salesman should have 
sufficient knowledge to tell those who come in the main facts 
of their preparation. 

The circle is, after all, comparatively small. The dealer 
need not spend time required for something else in securing 
this information. He can pick it up at odd moments. Nearly 
everyone wastes sufficient time to make him an adept at any 
business. The chief difficulty in this direction is the fear of 
exertion. Few dealers are willing to undertake that. They 
prefer to sit and moon while they should be busy. 

' These are plain words, but they are facts in too many 
instances. The disposition of all mankind is to “let George 
do it,” and frequently the only difference between a man 
who succeeds and one who fails is that one keeps at a thing 
until it is mastered. The retail grocer who masters the 
canned food business will add a liberal sum to his bank account 
the first year after he does it.

But the defensive claims made by The Butchers’ 
Advocate are interesting because of their nature. It 
says: 

The agitators who demand an investigation of the federal 
meat inspection service have an object in view. They hope, 
as a result of the inquiry, to persuade Congress to take the 
meat inspection service out of the Department of Agriculture, 
and place it in a new department to be known as the National 
Health Department, whose head will be a member of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet. 

The law will require that this member be an M. D., and it 
is their scheme to have DR. WILEY MADE THE HEAD OF 
THE NATIONAL HEALTH DEPARTMENT, AND CONSE- 
QUENTLY IN FULL CHARGE OF MEAT INSPECTION. Wil- 
liam R. Hearst is the originator of the scheme, and is back 
of the agitation. 

The evidence thus far brought out by the agitators regard- 
ing Federal meat inspection has been so weak that their case 
has fallen flat. There isn’t one Congressman in twenty who 
takes any stock in the charges, and the public doesn’t believe 
them. There are few newspapers paying any atention to the 
matter; and “them is crool woids’’ for Congressman Nelson, 
who has aspirations. Perhaps he would like to run for vice-

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many of which she corrected or modified at the hearing a day 
later. Her strong point was exhibiting a can of taffy, which 
she said she had bought for lard. She got such a laugh that 
she became fussed up. Then she called attention to the 
speech made by Secretary Wilson at the packers’ convention 
in Washington in January, which was published in the 
Advocate at the time. She made the (startling) statement 
that the secretary was quoted as saying that his department 


had no trouble with the packers on account of violations of . 


the meat inspection law. The secretary, she said, stated that 
the packers were all gentlemen and all reasonable and that 
they had never violated any of the laws of the department. 


The committee considered that a good point in favor of the 
packers, and Mrs. Crane got fussed up some more. 


Representative Floyd asked Mrs. Crane if she was charging 
that the Department of Agriculture was in a conspiracy with 
the packers. ‘“‘You are making some serious charges against 
an important department of this government,” he said. ‘“‘I 
am not charging any conspiracy between the packers and the 
department,’”’ Mrs. Crane replied. “It is the interpretation 
put upon the law by the department that I am complaining 
about.”” Mrs. Crane stated that she had inspected packing 
houses in Chicago, Kansas City and Des Moines within the 
last six months and that she saw carcasses that had been 


marked ‘“‘condemned’”’ taken through the establishments and 
placed in tanks and not stamped: as the law provides. 


When she took the stand next day she began her recital by 
modifying many of her statements of the day before, such as 
reducing the number of plants she had visited, which, she said, 
she had repeated from memory and similar details She 
declared that she is not a veterinarian nor versed in medicines 
and diseases, though she though that her opinion of the meat 
inspection service about as competent as many of the officials 
in charge of it. A member of the committee asked her if it was 
her opinion that all the meat of an animal infected with a 
disease, no matter how slight the trace, is unfit for consump- 
tion. She refused to make a reply to this directly and escaped 
responsibility by referring to a book by Ostertag, and indi- 
cated that there is great danger in using the meat from 
infected animals. She continued by saying that the bulletins 
of the Department of Agriculture have declared that only the 
undiseased portion of an animal are passed, and that in addi- 
tion meat is permitted to be taken from that carcass which 
is but slightly diseased or in which the disease is localized. 


She then declared she will prove to the committee that such a 
statement is not truly descriptive of the actual conditions. 


During the course of the argument she agreed that 
slaughter houses have been improved in many ways since the 
passage of the meat inspection laws, through sanitation and 
the like methods, but she contended the business has deterior- 
ated in the matter of passing diseased meat Mrs. Crane then 
picked up a department document and started to make some 
remarks about the commission of experts Secretary Wilson 
employed to sanction the meat inspection regulations. Repre- 
sentative Sloan inquired immediately if it was the intention 
to challenge the expert opinions of the authorities on that 
commission. Representative Nelson answered that such was 
not the purpose, but it was intended to show that Secretary 
Wilson knew the views of those experts before he asked them 


to pass on the regulations and therefore chose only men who 
would sanction them. 


J. W. Burroughs, a former meat inspector, was put on the 
stand Monday, and his testimony must have been a disappoint- 
ment to the agitators. For a whole week the newspapers 
following the hearing had been screaming that Burroughs’ 
testimony would set the world on fire, but when it came to a 
show-down there wasn’t enough fire to his statements to cause 
even a faint glow of excitement. He told of some bologna 
bulls that were hanging in a Philadelphia house in which 
he was stationed as inspector. They were black, he said, 


. and when he pressed his finger against the side of a carcass 


it went through. He supposed that later those bulls were used 
in making bologna. If there is anything startling in that we 
haven’t been able to discover it Bologna bull meat is not 
famous for tis quality and, being muscular, is dark and turns 
darker soon after hanging; but that does not affect its whole- 
someness. As to running a finger through the meat, that is 
a trick that any meat man can do. Since these bulls were 
bought for bologna, the supposition of Inspector Burroughs 
that ‘‘these were used for making bologna” is probably cor- 
rect. . 

He told of being on duty in a packing plant in Cumberland, 
Md., and becoming suspicious of water being used to wash 
down carcasses. The water was drawn from the Potomac 
River, and he sent a sample of it to Dr. Melvin and received 
this reply: 

“Referring to your letter of the 8th inst., transmitting 
sample of water for chemical analysis used in establishments 
3X and 358, you are advised that we cannot find pollution in 
this water. If you are satisfied as to the source of thé water 
the department has no objection to its being used in the manu- 
facture of meat food products. If, however, at any time you 
think the water is being polluted, submit a sample for 
analysis.” 

Some time later Burroughs sent a sample of the water too 
the State bacteriologist, who discovered typhoid germs in it. 
It is plain that these germs made their appearance between 
the time he sent a sample to Dr. Melvin and the time he sent a 
sample to the State officer. The very fact that he went over 
Dr. Melvin’s head indicates that at the time he was not in 
harmony with the federal meat inspection department and was 
trying to “get something on it.” 


Dr. Wiley Shows His Hand. 

Dr. Harvey Wiley, formerly of the Department of Agri- 
culture and now one of the editors of Good Housekeeping, a 
magazine controlled by William R. Hearst, who is ‘‘playing 
up” the inspection inquiry in all his papers, showed his hand 
late last week, when he gave out a list"of subjects he will 
talk about when called as a witness before the Congressional 
committee on Thursday or Friday. As already stated on 
another page, the agitators have a plan for putting Wiley in 
complete control of the Federal meat inspection service. This 
is the statement Dr. Wiley gave out: , 

“TI shall urgently recommend an amendment to the law 
to compel the stamping of meat from animals slightly infected 
with tuberculosis and passed with the following legend: 

“Meat from an animal in which tubercular nodules were 
found by Federal inspector and considered fit for food. United 
States inspected and stamped.” : 

“A stamp of that character will be sufficient warning to 
retail buyers and housekeepers. I shall also urge an amend- 
ment to prevent adulteration of sausage with cereals. The 
present marking of such adulteration is no protection to the 
ultimate consumer, as he seldom, if ever, sees the label. I 
see no earthly cause why sausage should contain any cereal 
adulteration whatever. 

“A third amendment I shall suggest will prohibit the use 
of sulphites in the preservation of meat. Their effect is to 
keep old meat red and fresh looking. They are a remarkable 
preservative in this respect. I believe these sulphites are 
injurious and have declared this belief in the report of my 
investigations. 

“Use of the fumes of burning sulphur and the resulting 
acid and sulphites to preserve meats is permitted, pending 
decision from the Remsen Board That board has had the 
matter under consideration four years. There is no ruling 
yet. 

“T want it understood that I have had nothing to do with 
this inquiry, notwithstanding assertions to the contrary. I

Hogs 
would be cleaned out entirely. The packers and butchers 
would have to quit, the stock-raiser would be put out of 
business and the farmer would be badly crippled. The country 
would go to smash.” 


CROP CONDITIONS ON THE PENINSULA. 


Special Correspondent. 


Salisbury, Md. 


The canneries of Wicomico county will be busy places this 
summer, if the present outlook for bumper crops, both in 
tomatoes and sweet corn, is not upset by favorable weather 
conditions later on, and disease of plants in the fields. 


Reports from sections in Wicomico, where sweet corn and 
tomatoes are grown both for market ang the local canneries, 
indicate that the weather man is working for a combination of 
heavy tonnage per acre with conditions which will bring both 
tomatoes and corn to the canneries about the same time. 

The many rains during April and the first two weeks of 
May held back the corn planting, while many farmers on the 
other hand made early seedings for tomatoes, and now have 
their plants growing in the fields. In some instances the 
tomatoes are out, and the corn not yet all planted. This 
means that ripe tomatoes will be coming to the canneries as 
soon or before the corn, and both crops will certainly be 
harvesting at one and the same time. This makes it appear 
that Wicomico County will need plenty of labor during the 
summer months. 

The pack of early peas will be small in Wicomico this 
year; in fact, there is but one cannery that will undertake 
to handle peas—that of Capt. W. K. Leatherbury’s, near this 
city. It is understood that Capt. Leatherbury will put up a 
few cases. The reason the pack of early peas has always been 
light in this section is that they usually come along with the 
early varieties of strawberries and bring top-notch prices. The 
canners cannot afford to pay the “‘price,’”’ nor can the growers 
afford to sell to the canners for what the latter offer them. 

There will be a heavy pack of strawberries in the county 
this year, nearly every cannery having contracted for all that 
can be picked from the patches in their respective neighbor- 
hoods when it no longer pays the grower to ship them. The 
cannery of W. F. Messick’s, at Allen, this county, will put up 
more than fifteen thousand ceses of strawberries, while the 
canneries in the larger towns will pack all the way from fifty 
to seventy-five thousand cases, so it is said. The strawberry 
crop in this county has been very heavy this year and the 


“ growers are more than willing to take whatever is offered for 


their crops, as they have realizeg but little from their ship- 
ments. It is understood that the canneries will pay from two 
to-two and a half cents for capped berries, the growers pay- 
ing one and a half cents for “capping.” While this seems but 
a very small margin for the growers, yet it amounts to con- 
siderable to those who can pick from ‘ten to twenty 60-quart 
erates a day. It is in this way that they hope to realize 
‘enough to make good their losses on their last shipments to 
the northern markets. 


CANNING ITEM NEWS AND NOTES. 

Sawtelle, Cal.— Announcement has been made of the com- 
pletion of the.organization of a company that will at once 
establish a canning factory here. The site selected is at First 
and Illinois streetes, and work on the construction of neces- 
sary buildings will be started at once. The start will be made 
with eighty hands, the first product to be canned being green 
lima beans. Contracts are to be made for next year for peas, 
corn, beans and such small fruit as may be grown here in 
sufficient quantity for canning purposes. 

Newark, Del—Workmen have begun clearing away the 
ruins of the old match factory, near the P., B. and W. Rail- 
road Station, on which site Charles Gilbert will erect a canning 
establishment. It is understood that about 200 acres of 
tomatoes have been contracted for with nearby farmers at 
$9 per ton. 

Brookville, Fla.—It is reported that a canning plant is 
being installed at Brookville, and within a short time will be 
in active operation. The “Southern” says that the men in 
charge propose to keep the plant in operation the year 
around, and will, as the season opens, make different kinds 
of preserves for the market, such as marmalades, fruit jellies, 
fruit butter ang other things. The latest machinery will be 
installed to insure a clean and high grade product—one that 
will be a credit to Brooksville, the town of seven hills. 

Aurora, Ill.—The Pleades Company has in contemplation 
the installation of a canning factory in the southern part of 
Mississippi, for the purpose of canning, principally at the start, 


tomatoes and sweet potatoes, and are in the market for full 
mechanical equipment. 


Hillman, Mich.—It is said that a large canning factory, 
that will give employment to nearly 100 men, will be opened 
here sometime in the near future. 

Holland, Mich.—The new plant of the Helland Canning 
Company will be ready for operation early in June. 

Pine Grove, N. J.—The new cannirg factory at Pine Grove 
ig now rapidly nearing completion. Considerable of the con- 
crete work yet remains to be done but this will be rushed 
through. The start will be made during the strawberry sea- 
son. Many berries have been engaged. 

North Rose, N. Y.—Salter Brothers, of North Rose, are 


erecting a new caning factory that will be ready for operation 
about July Ist. 


Long Beach, Cal.—The South Canning Company, of Long 
Beach has been incorporated by-N. J. Kuglis, H. C. Privett and 
J. E. Stephens. The capital stock is $50,000. 

-El Centro, Cal.—That El Centro is to have a vegetable and 
fruit cannery, modern and completely equipped, and ready to 
begin operations by the opening of the next season, is the 
announcement made by manager George H. Wolflin of the 
Imperial Valley Mercantile Company. The company has de- 
cided to put in a cannery here, in connection with its jobbing 
business. The new plant will be installed in a large building 
owned and occupied by the company, just east of the Southern 
Pacific Depot, and convenient to shipping facilities. : 

New Orleans, La.—The extensive syrup canning business 
built up by George W..Dunbar, and afterwards handled by the 
Dunbar, Lopez & Dukate Co., will, according to report, be taken 
over soon by the Dunbar Molasses and Syrup ‘Company, a 
recently organized concern. The company owns a modern 
plant on the river front, capable of turning out 70,000 cans 
of syrup a day. 

Denton, Md.—Work at the Armour Preserving Plant, at 
Ridgely, is expected to start this week with strawberries bought 
from points further down the peninsula. Manager W. -W. 
Schmidt expects to put up 2,000,000 quarts this season, a 


considerable increase over last year’s product. Other fruits, 
as well as tomatoes are to be handled.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


At the top of the editorial column of one of our 
esteemed exchanges we find this: “With the price of 
meat so high it is dangerous to tie the bull outside.” 
And then the writer goes right on to not practice what 
he preaches. 


The National Association of Kraut Packers will 
meet in Toledo, O., on June 19th at the Boody House, 
and it is expected a large attendance will be there. From 
the prices of this commodity during the past year it will 
undoubtedly be a very “influential body of men.” 


The National Association of Dairy and Food Com- 
missioners will meet in Seattle, Wash., in July, and the 
salmon canners are not going to miss their opportunity 


“show them” what canned salmon actually is, and 
so remove from their minds some of the misunderstand- 
ings, some of them, have. The packers will charter a 
steamer and take them to one of the canning plants to 
view the entire operation. 


At the last meeting of the Legislature California in- 
troduced a “Name on the Label Bill,” and the Legis- 
lature passed it, but the Governor vetoed it. They are 
going right back again to the Legislature next January 
and put the Bill through again, with the retail grocers, 
the manufacturers—including the canners—and the peo- 
ple back of it—opposed soley by the jobbers—and they 
expect to get the law. 


What State is it that stands foremost in the canning 
industry for the quality of its, products, the progressive- 
ness of its canners and shows the most up-to-date | 
methods in its business transactions? California. And 
it is the packers of that State that are demanding of its 
Legislators the credit for their work, which this “Name 
on the Label Bill,” will insure. 

What is the moral? Write your Senator and Repre- 
sentatives at Washington that you will expect the Camp- 
bell Bill to.pass this session. 


The Executive Committee accepted with sincere re- 
gret the declination of Mr. Hugh S. Orem to serve as 
Vice-President of the National Canners’ Association, for 
Mr. Orem has been a hard and faithful worker in the 
up-building of the Association, a firm believer in asso- 
ciation work and a constant advocate of it. But his 
increasing business has so encroached upon his time as 
to make it impossible for him to do justice to the office, 
and he is not the man to accept the honors and slight 
the work. As Vice-President he would be in direct line 
for election to the Presidency, so that at least this Vice- 
Presidency is not an empty honor. 


But of such splendid material is this National Asso- 
ciation formed, that when compelled through force of 
circumstances to forego the services of so energetic and 
forceful a man as is Mr. Orem, the “silver tongued orator 
of the Cheasapeake,” they could turn to the ex-Governor 
ct the great State of Maine—Mr. B. M. Fernold, a quiet- 
ly forceful gentleman, a diplomat of recognized ability, 
and an orator of wide reputation, and place upon his 
shoulders the mantel of the Vice-Presidency, for with it 
all he is one of the big packers of the industry. It is a 
great compliment to this great Association that it is 
formed of such “big” men; that the men who are making 
the Association what it is, are the men who have made 
the canning industry what it is. 

It is because of this fact that all canners, large and 
small, are flocking to its support and being enrolled 
under its banner; and it is because of this fact, too, that 
the commercial world gives heed to its every action, and 
reckons it among the leading commercial institutions. 
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The National Association is issuing a Bulletin, every 
now and then, giving news of happenings within the 
Association, and matters of interest to its members. 
These are sent to members only, and will probably serve 
as means of communication more private than the public 
print, and therefore have more weight with some of the 
members. The one just issued gives some information 
along lines of importance, such as the Bureau of Scien- 
tific Research, the weight of contents, etc. 


Along this line of the weight of the contents, which 
expression has been changed to the “full can” and some- 
times to “the water question,’ the Canned Goods Ex- 
change has just taken important action. Realizing that 
the Government intended enforcing the. full can in the 
future, the Canned Goods Exchange, sometime ago, ap- 
pointed a committee to look into the matter and to devise 
a way to avoid the difficulty in securing a full can, as 
for instance, with strawberries. For in the way straw- 
berries are now canned—the fresh fruit filled into the can 


and the desired syrup added—it is not an easy thing to. 


produce a full can when the goods are cut after process- 
ing. It was therefore, necessary to devise a way of pack- 
ing so as to fully comply with the recent demands. 
When F. I. D. No. 144 was issued, it found the Exchange 
ready, and a special meeting was called on the 3rd, at 
which this committee reported, as follows: 

“Your Committee appointed to suggest weights for 
the various lines of canned foods, to be hereafter packed 
in order to comply with the recently announced F. I. D. 
No. 144 of the U. S. Department of Agriculture, respect- 
fully reports: 

“That, up to this time, we have only considered the 
question of berries and small fruits in the packing of 
which we are now engaged, and after numerous experi- 
ments and comparison of experiences of a number of 
years past, we have come to the conclusion that the 
only safe method of complying with the Government’s 
wise regulations, is to fill cans by MEASURE instead 
of by weight. We therefore recommend that measures 
ot the same actual capacity of the can, into which said 
fruit is to be packed, be used at the filling tables and 
that the full contents of such measures shall be packed 
into the can. 

“There is no better way that your Committee can 
conceive of filling cans of small fruit than by transfer- 
ring a full measure of fruit into a can of equal size.” 


In cther words the suggestion is that instead of 
weighing the contents, which is always an uncertain 
thing with the varying conditions of the fruits or veg- 
etdbles, that the contents be measured, and that these 
measures be the exact size of the can into which the 
product is to be filled; holding exactly the same amount, 
and that the entire contents of such measure be emptied 
into each can. A full measure emptied into another con- 
tainer of exactly the same size, when such container is 
a can, must be a full can. 


The Exchange is determined to fully comply with 
these requirements and to see that every can is filled as 
full with the product as it is practically possible to do, 
and it is to be congratulated upon its stand. When it is 
known that such men as Geo. N. Numsen, of Wm. Num- 
sen & Sons; Hugh S. Orem, of the Booth Packing Com- 
pany ,and John R. Baines, of the Torsch Packing Com- 
pany, were on the Committee that arrived at this de- 
cision, it can be seen that.the Exchange is in earnest. 
And they are not yet done, for they are continuing their 
work among the lines of other packings, to the end that 
all canned foods packed by members of the Exchange 
may be found in well filled cans. We congratulate the 
Exchange, and have no hesitation in predicting that the 
faithful carrying out of such a policy will resalt bene- 
ficially to every man who does it. 


DOINGS OF THE NATIONAL CANNERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 


Meeting of the Executive Committee—More Retrac- 
tions Secured—Ex-Gov. B. M. Fernold 
Elected Vice-President. 


The Executive Committee of the National Canners’ Associa- 
tion met at the Hotel Seelbach, Louisville, Kentucky, on Monr- 
day, May 27, 1912. Present: 

Executive Committee—S. H. Haserot, President; C. T. Lee, 
Wm. C. Leitch, Richard Dickinson, L. A. Sears, F. W. Douthitt. 

Advisory Board—W. T. P. Wardrop. 

On motion of Mr. Sears, seconded by Mr. Leitsch, the addi- 
tional Boards of Arbitration submitteg for ratification by the 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association and the Canned Goods and 
Dried Fruit Brokers’ Association were unanimously endoresd. 
The Secretary was directed to incorporate the same in the 
minute book of the Association. x 

On motion of Mr. Sears, seconded by Mr. Lee, the Secre- 
tary was directed to file an application with the Bureau of 
Manufactures, Department Commerce ‘and Labor, for the 
appointment of a personal representative in foreign countries 
to investigate the conditions looking to increasing export trade 
in canned foods; recommendations for this representative to- 
be made by the President, Vice-President and Secretary of the 
Association. 

On motion of Mr. Leitsch, seconded by Mr. Dickinson, the 
Secretary was directed to make a subscription toward the 
expense of the Eighth International Congress of Applied Chem- 
ve, which is to be held in New York and Washington in 
1912. 

On motion of Mr. Leitsch, seconded by Mr. Lee, the By- 
Laws authorized at the Executive Committee meeting, March 
22, 1912, were adopted. 

President Haserot read a letter from Mr. Hugh 8S. Orem, 
advising Mr. Orem’s declination to assume the position of 
Vice-President. Mr. Orem’s decision was made a matter of 
record with sincere regret. (Ex-Governor B. M. Fernold, of 
Maine, was subsequently elected Vice-President.) | 

On motion of Mr. Sears, seconded by Mr. Lee, the Secre- 
tary was directed to gather statistics on weights of contents 
of all canned food products during the pack of 1912, and to 
compile the same for the use of the Committee on Weights 


- and Measures, Contracts and Terms. 


On motion of Mr. Dickinson, séconded by Mr. Douthitt, the 
contract for Scientific Research work was directed to be 
renewed with the Institute of Industrial Research, until 
April 1, 1913, subject to the conditions of the contract of 1912. 

Mr. L. A. Sears, Chairman of a Special Committee, pre- - 
senteg to the Executive Committee the request of the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association that the Stevens-Burton net 
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weight bills be endorsed by the Executive Committee of the 
National Canners’ Association. It was explained that prompt 
National legislation was necessary so as to prevent conflicting 
laws being passed by the State Legislatures during the coming 
sessions of same in 1913. 


After a full discussion of this subject, the following resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted, on motion of Mr. Leitsch, 
seconded by Mr. Sears: 


The Executive Committee of the National Canners’ 
Association hereby endorses and approves House Bill 
No. 4667, known as the Stevens Bill, and Senate Bill 
No. 4727, known as the Burton Bill, as originally 
drafted and presented, requiring the weight, measure 
or numerical count of the contents of each food package 
to apear on the label; and that the Secretary be directed 
to transmit a copy of this resolution to the Chairman 
of the Interstate and Foreign Commerce Committee 
of the House and the Chairman of the Committee on 
Manufactures of the Senate.

RETRACTIONS. 


One of the Indianapolis daily papers published, on March 
17th, an item entitled ‘‘Poisoned Fruit Causes Death,’’ which 
stated that a Mr. John Hines, of Shelbyville, Indiana, had 
died from Ptomaine poisoning as a result of eating canned 
fruit. 


Investigation of this case proved that Mr. Hines’ death 
was caused by acute Brights disease. 

Canned fish was blamed with causing the death of Mr. 
J. C. Weyant, Highland Mills, New York, published in the 
Newburgh Daily Journal, for March 28th. 


We were able to secure the statements of both attending 
physicians and learned that there was no foundation for such 
a report, death being caused by acute bronchitis. 

The Newburgh Journal published our letter of explana- 
tion in their issue for May 22nd, 1912. 

The Syracuse Journal, for April 16th, published an item 
entitled “CANNED CORN CAUSES DEATH OF YOUNG LAD.”

The testimony in this case proved interesting, from the 
fact that two physicians were in attendance, each giving a 
different statement of the case. One said that it was acute 
indigestion which caused the illness of the child; the other 
that it was ptomaine poisoning, probably causeq by the corn. 
The Coroner stated that “head cheese” had been eaten,” and 


that farmer’s homemade head cheese was a wonderful article, 
and cannot be properly kept by them with so many rapid 
changes in temperature.”’ It was his opinion that the cheese 
was the cause of the trouble. He also states that he had 
searched his medical books, but could find no statement which 
said that canned corn or any other canned vegetable caused 
ptomaine poisoning. 


A further investigation by our physician on Special 
Research, gave the “head cheese”’ as cause of illness and death. 


When these facts were given to the editor of the Syracuse 
“Journal,’’ he published a retraction of the former report in 
his issue of May. 24th, 1912.

Fruit prices soon—Canned prunes becoming popular.

San Francisco, June 2, 1912. 


Last Minute Flashes.—The canners are busy making 
contracts for stocks, but as yet have not secured full re- 
quirements as they believe that prices should be lower. 
A scarcity of high grade fruits seems likely. Opening 
prices promise to be proportionately high. We are ex- 
periencing very hot weather now and the fruits are 
ripening very rapidly. The canners are rushed with 
berries and asparagus. There is a good future business 
being done. 


Crop Conditions and Prices——Warm weather has followed 
the storm that marked the passing of the month of May and 
fruit and vegetable crops in California are making a splendid 
showing. The rainfall for Northern California during the past 
month was the heaviest experienced in many years and aid 
a wonderful amount of good to canning crops generally. 
The outlook now is that fruit trees will suffer less from the 
dry winter than was anticipated, and that there will be more 
large sized fruit than was thought possible a short time ago. 
With large crops assured, growers are now commencing to 
sign contracts offered by canners, and some large quantities 
of fruits have changed hands for delivery during the can- 
ning season. For freestone peaches $20 a ton is being offered, 
and most of the stock will probably be secured at this figure. 
Last season from $30 upward was paid for stock of this 
kind. Clingstone peaches are being contracted for at from 
$25 to $35, acording to variety and size, the higher price 
being offered only for strictly fine fruit. Apricots will cost 
canners from $20 to $25 a ton. 


Apricots.—There is still some uncertainty in regard to 
the size of the apricot pack, but from what can be learned, 
the crop will not be a full one. Southern California can- 
ners are not preparing to put up as large a pack as they did 
last year by considerable, and in the San Joaquin Valley 
the crop is light. In the Bay counties the prospects are for 
a large crop with fruit of a high quality. A good export 
demand--is expected for canned apricots this year, especially 
if prices show the reductions that are expected. 


Name on the Label Bill.— Although but very little is being 
said about the matter it is known that preparations are being 
made to introduce a new ‘‘Name on the Label’ bill in the 
California State Legislature, that meets next January in reg- 
ular session, and this measure is being drawn in a very care- 
ful manner in order to prevent it from meeting the fate of 
the one introduced a year and a half ago, which met with 
favor at the hands of the legislators but was turned down by 
the Governor. The California jobbers are preparing to resist 
the enactment of suh a measure as they did before and are 
strengthening their organizations in this State. The argu- 
ments that will be set forth are the same old ones to the 
effect that consumers are not asking for such a law, that the 
retailer is better protected by the jobber than by the manu- 
facturer, that the jobbers are more responsible than the 
canners, as the latter usually borrow money to finance the 
pack, that the law would ruin an industry that has been built 
up only by much hard work and the expenditure of much 
money, etc., etc. The California retail grocery trade is greatly 
in favor of a label law of this character and the measure will 
certainly be adopted here unless it is seen that a national] 


law of this kind can be had. The writer in going to and 
from San Francisco daily, passes a cannery operated by Chin- 
ese. It is certainly a fact that the pack of this cannery is not 
marketed under the firm name. If it was the consuming pub- 
lic could be warned. With a satisfactory label law the sec- 
tions of California producing the fine fruit would get the 
credit for it; something that is not the case at present. A 
jobber’s brand keeps a retailer tied to one particular house, 
while a manufacturer’s brand would enable him to trade with 
any firm in the business. The recent conventions of the na- 
tional retailers and wholesalers’ associations has awakened re- 
newed interest in this question and the pros and cons are 
being widely discussed again. 

Fruit Prices.—The California Fruit Growers’ Association is 
advising its trade that it expects to name prices earlier this 
season than it did last and that better crops and lower prices 
will be the rule. Attention is being called to the fact that a 
smaller percentage of extra and extra standard fruits may 
be expected, owing to the dry winter. Orders subject to ap- 
proval of price are now coming in at a lively rate and early 
business promises to be heavy as was the case last year, 
when sharp advances and withdrawals were made soon after 
the naming of prices. 

Canned prunes have become quite a popular article during 
the past few years, and this season will be pushed to the front 
more than ever, as they have been found to be very satis- 
factory. The California Fruit Canners’ Association, in advis- 
ing its trade in regard to prices, says: ‘Few housekeepers, 
or hotels for that matter, know how to prepare prunes for 
the table. They are usually boiled into an unsightly mess— 
whereas our process keeps them in a most attractive condition 
—as attractive and palatable as any other high-class preserve. 
The prunes are of the best quality, carefully graded and 
selected, and are most economical, especially for light house- 
keeping or for a la carte service in hotels and restaurants.” 
Prices are $1.85 for No. 2% tins, $1.40 for No. 2 and $1.00 
for the 14-ounce or picnic size. Is the time at hand when the 
delicious dried prune of California will be handed to house- 
wives, cooked as it should be in a clean container, instead of 
being pawed out of worm infested bins or boxes and sold in 
bulk to be spoiled nine times out of ten in the process of 
cooking? 

Peaches.—Fruit men are predicting that a large propor- 
tion of the California peach crop will have to be handled this 
year by the canners and dryers, the excellence of the Texan 
and Georgia crops making it seem likely that the shipment of 
green fruit will be on a small scale. 

COAST NOTES. 

The Green Valley Canning Company, of Sebastopol, Cal., 
has leased its plant at Graton to the Sunlit Canning Com- 
pany, of Berkeley. Joseph Brush, who has managed the plant 
in the past, will remain in charge. 

The South Coast Canning Company has been incorporated 
at Los Angeles with a capital stock of $50,000 by G. M. Evich, 
N. J. Kuglis, H. U. Privett, J. E. Stephens and M. Privett. 

A company is being formed at Lodi, Cal., to take over the 
property of the Lodi Fruit Products Company and convert 
it into a fruit and vegetable cannery. 

The announcement that two salmon canneries would be 
operated this season on the Washington side of the straits, 
near Neah Bay, has been followed by the announcement that 
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British Columbia canners have decided to erect plants on the 


south shore of Vancouver Island to compete on even terms 
with the American fishermen. i 


D. W. Branch, Seattle, manager for Libby, McNeal & Libby, 
will visit Kenai, where a cannery is being erected for his com- 
pany. 

The Luzon Pineapple Plantation Company has been organ- 
ized at Manila, P. I., and will shortly be incorporated by

BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, Md., June 8th, 1912. 

The developments in the Tomato market this week showed 
a slight tendency in the direction of firmer prices for futures, 
based chiefly on the supposed oversold condition of the mar- 
ket. It is true, no doubt, that many canners have sold up to 
the danger line, so far as their factory capacity is concerned, 
but there is a larger number who haven’t sold a case of future 
Tomatoes as yet, chiefly canners with smaller factories, whose 
individual output don’t amount to much, but, taken as a whole, 
they play an important part in the season’s work, and they 
will make the market for the big canners when the canning 
time is on. A loss that wouldn’t faze a large packer would 
jar the small packer, hence he must take his chances in the 
open market when he has the goods ready to ship. He is a 
small but very important cog in the wheel, a leveller of mar- 
ket prices. Intending buyers of future Tomatoes should look 
after them promptly. 

Spot Tomatoes were more active this week, and they were 
shipped to nearly all sections of the country at the top prices. 
The canners and jobbers don’t fully realize the cleaned-up 
condition of the market here and in all the other Tomato can- 
ning sections. Cover your wants for June and July trade. 

Never before, possibly, was there such a complete surprise 
and disapointment in the Pea market here as exists right now. 
The expectations and plans of our canners are completely up- 
est, and if our advance information concerning the crop of 
Peas in New York state and the West proves to be true the ex- 
perience of last year will be repeated this season in all sec- 
tions. String beans are firm and are expected to ad- 
all sections. String Beans are firm and are expected to ad- 
vance because the receipts of the green beans do not increase. 
Spot and future Sweet Potatoes are fairly active. The other 
lines of vegetables were not active this week, and the prices 
of them are unchanged. We look for an active market this 
summer and next fall. 

Next week will wind up the season here for canning straw- 
berries, and the quality of the new pack is excellent. Reason- 
able prices are attracting orders for them. Gooseberries are 
coming in slower than was anticipated. Raspberries and Cher- 
ries are due next, followed by Blackberries a couple of weeks 
later. The buying of them is smaller than usual up to this 
date. New Pineapples are arriving in smaller quantities than 
usual, and are selling every day in assorted lots of the dif- 
ferent grades and sizes. Our canners won’t make any fixed 
prices on future Peaches just now, because of the unfavor- 
able crop reports. None of the other lines of canned fruits 
were active during the week. 

Cove Oysters are a shade firmer’ and fairly active.

Spot Tomatoes.—The market has been more active this 
week; buyers show more interest and they are cleaning up 
spot stocks rapidly. This is the time of year when there is 
always a general good demand for Tomatoes and buyers who 
need stocks now would do well to purchase at present prices. 
The market on goods that will grade No. 3 standards is 
$1.25. While it may be possible to pick up a few cars at 
$1.22%, it is only where packers need room on account of 
taking in their cans. The fellows who are trailing with the 


$1.20 price are ones whose Tomatoes will not grade up to 
standard quality, and buyers do not seem to want this kind 
of Tomatoes; they are now more willing to pay the difference 
in order to get standard quality. With practically three con- 
suming months ahead and with stocks light in first hands, the 
prices are likely to advance further rather than decline. We 
quote: 

No. 2 Standards, 90c to 92%c; No. 3 Standards, $1.22% 
to $1.25; No. 10 Standards, $3.50 to $3.60 f. o. b. factory for 
prompt shipment. 


Future Tomatoes.—During the past week farmers have 
been busy setting out their tomato acreage, and while there 
seems to be no scarcity of plants, they are experiencing diffi- 
culty in securing a stand on account of dry weather and the 
unusual presence of cut worms, This, together with the al- 
ready late season, may cause a further setback to the crop and 
is worthy of mention and consideration and just what the 
effect will be will depend largely upon weather conditions. 


While there has been so much talk about the new laws that 
the Government would put into effect regarding the packing 
of tomatoes, now that they have issued these rulings it seems 
to have caused better buying interest and more orders have 
come to hand this week. 


The packers have an increased charge to figure on labor 
and raw stock this year and it seems that they are justly en- 
titled to the present quoted prices for their futures. 

The Government rulings will mean more tomatoes used in 
packing and a decrease, in the heretofore normal pack, of 
about two million five hundred thousand cases of so-called 
seconds and this assures to the consumer a better article and 
should increase the demand. 

Those who have not purchased might do well to cover their 
wants now. We offer from reliable packers, guaranteeing 100 
per cent. deliveries: 


Standard 2s, 62%c to 65c; Standard 3s, 82%c to 85c; 
Standard 10s, $2.40 to $2.50 f. o. b. factory. 

Spot Corn.—We have to record another quiet week in Spot 
Corn. While there is little buying there is noted little pres- 
sure to sell as Spot Corn seems to be held by those in po- 
sition to carry it over if they cannot secure sale at present 
quotations. Packers evidently feel that the present prices even 
with last year’s large pack are sufficiently low as to justify 
them to carry over rather than sacrifice at lower prices. The 
cheap Corn seems to have gone largely into consumption but 
the better grades are firmly held, as the packers feel they are 
not justified in selling at lower prices. We quote prices un- 
changed from our last issue. 


Future Corn.—The last week has been favorable for the 
planting of Corn, but there yet remains a lot to be done by 
extra effort in order to make up for the time that has been 
lost on account of the late spring. 

The anticipated dry weather is beginning to manifest itself 
and is not conducive to a full crop. of Corn, which requires 
warm weather and a liberal degree of moisture. 


Corn at present future quotations looks like a good pur- 
chase notwithstanding last year’s full pack. In years gone 
by we have seen Corn more demoralized than it has been this 
season, and yet in the short space of two or three months it 


experienced a complete change and advanced 50c per case. 
Conditions like this might arise again this year. It is all 
up to Dame Nature. It is not at all improbable; it is alto- 
gether possible in view of the excessive rainfall during the 
past winter and spring. 

The market is always a gamble, but present quotations are 
reasonable and might be exceedingly higher a few months 
hence. Corn may bear watching. We do not believe that 
purchased at today’s quotations for future delivery, it would 
prove a poor purchase. This we say in all candor in view of 
the situation and past experiences. We quote the market un- 
changed.

Spot Tomatoes.—The market on Strictly Standard No. 3 
Tomatoes is so well cleaned up that it keeps a broker hustling 
to find anything of desirable quality. We can buy a few cars 
of off Standards at $1.20 f. o. b. Baltimore, and they will 
compare favorably with some so-called Standards which are 
being offered and sold at more money. It is not our purpose, 
however, to mislead the trade, and we offer the above lot 
as off standards. For Strictly Standard quality, the best we 
ean do is $1.25 f. o. b. Baltimore rate, and only a few cars. 
In 2s we have a car of off Standards at 90c, and a car of 
Standards at 92 %c f. o. b. County. In No. 10 Tomatoes we 
have about 500 cases at $3.50 f. o. b. Peninsula, and about 
500 cases at $3.60 f. o. b. Baltimore. Both lots are packed 
half dozen to the case. 

Future Tomatoes.—tThere is very little disposition on the 
part of the packers to press further sales of Future Tomatoes. 
The packer who is not well sold up is a rare exception. The 
attention of all canners has been called to Food Inspection 
Decision No. 144, an extract of which reads that if in can- 
ning a lot of Tomatoes more juice be added than is present 
in that lot the same will be considered an adulteration, and 
further, the can must be as full of Tomatoes as is practicable 
for packing and processing without injuring the quality or 
appearance of the contents. This means that every can of 
Tomatoes must be a good, honest one. This will eliminate 
competition with inferior grades and will put the whole busi- 
ness On a more substantial basis than it has ever been on 
before. We quote the market as follows 38s 82%a85c, 2s 
62%a65c, and 10s $2.40a$2.50. All f. o. b. factory. One 
hundred per cent. delivery guaranteed. 

Corn.—The market on Spot Corn is unchanged. We have 
a few small lots of Harford County Style Shoepeg Corn rang- 
ing from 100 to 400 cases, which we will sell at 57%c f. o. b. 
We have one straight car of Shoepeg Corn at 60c f. o. b. Aber- 
deen. We are buying Maine Style Corn, standard quality, at 
57%c f. o. b. Baltimore in any sized lots. We have a car of 
extra Standard Country Gentleman Corn at 62%c f. o. b.
